DEATHS’ OF 1,000 
REPORTED IN JAPAN. 


Tokio, March 8.— (Tuesday )—(Unit- 
ed News.)—More than 1,000 persons 
have been killed in the earthquake 
which struck the southern part of 
the main island of Japan Monday 
night. 

A tidal wave is reported to have 
added to the havoc of seacoast towns 
in the affected area. 

The force of the quake was only 
slight in Tokio and Ypkohama, which 
had been partially destroyed by the 
great quake which killed approxi- 
mately 300,000 persons in 1923.

SENATE DEMOCRATS’ CAUCUS. 

The democrats of the senate, in 
caucus, following the adjournment 
of the 69th congress, unanimously 
yeelected Senator Robinson, ‘of 
‘Arkansas, floor leader in the next 
senate. 

In this they acted with commend- 
able wisdom for the Arkansan dem- 
onstrated great ability, unfailing 
fairness, and a keen, alert, resource- 
ful minority leadership in one of 
the most hectic sessions in the his- 
tory of the legislative branch of 
government. 

In the 70th senate the party mar- 
gin will be so narrow that it will 
require one of Senator Robinson’s 
long floor and parliamentary ¢x- 
perience, particularly as that con- 
gress will immediately precede the 
next national campaign. 
politics will therefore be the lead- 
ing issue, particularly in the senate. 

lf Senators-elect Smith and Vare, 
of Ulinois and Pennsylvania, respec- 
tively, are not seated, which seems 
quite probable, the democrats will 


actually have a majority of‘one over | 


the republicans,-but with the farm- 
labor member, Shipstead, holding al- 
most a balancé-of power. He has 
usually votedowith the republicans. 
In event he should continue to vote 
with the republicans there may be 
a tie, although Senator Blease, of 
South Carolina, who favors the seat- 
ing of both Smith and Vare, has 
declared he will vote with the re- 
publicans in senate organization if 
they are not seated. 

At best it is a coin-tossing propo- 
sition, with a great deal of signifi- 
cance resting upon the outcome. 

The senate democrats in caucus 
did well not to make the prohibi- 
tion question a patty issue. The 
faith of the party is outlined in its 
national platform which in turn is 
the function of the national con- 
vention. United States senators are 
legislators, and while commanding 


figures in party affairs, have no right 


as a party group to create party 
tenets. 

The caucus acted wisely in urging 
continuance of the Reed slush fund 
commission, certainly until it has 
completed its Illinois and Pennsyl- 
Vania cases. ; 

It is folly to attempt to lay the 
blame for the defeat of the de- 
ficiency bill upon the democrats. 
Senators Reed, of Pennsylvania, and 
Moses, of New Hampshire, led the 
filibuster against a vote—an aitti- 
tude always inexcusable and inde- 
fensible. 

The whole disgusting situation 
emphasized the utter unfairness of 
letting “lame ducks” legislate. The 
short session of congress should be 
eliminated. Or, the members of 
congress elected in November should 
be sworn in and begin their legisla- 
tive services’ with the December 
session.

Because I hold that the trend of 
the modern world is toward a higher 


standard of morality, I believe that 
marriage, perhaps fifty, more certain- 
ly a hundred years hence, will be 
an infinitely looser tie than it is to- 
day, but saner and much more precise 
in its definition of responsibiliities. 


Talk of divorce, or of easier di- 
vorce, immediately brings the _ re- 
ligious authorities to ther feet in pro- 
test. That is as it should be. The 
Christian religion, always striving up- 
ward, made of marriage a sacrament 
not only to elvate above the purely 
physical the solemn act of begetting 
children, but also to secure the prop- 
er realization of the responsibilities 
deriving from this act. 

In a world in which women, moral- 
ly and economically, occupied a defi- 
nitely dependent role, marriage was 
their only shield against social ostra- 
cism and misery, the sole safeguard 
for the children against neglect and 
abandonment, the mainstay of the 
idea of the family as a cell in the or- 
ganism of the state. On material, 
quite apart from religious grounds 
the churches are quite right to hold 
inalterably to the present institution 
of marriage until the respective re 
sponsibilities of man and woman in 
the relationship of the sexes are more 
precisely defined. 


As an institution marriage was pri- 
marily devised in the interest of the 
children. The state of a hundred 
years hence, I am firmly convinced, 
will have assumed the free education 
of every child on sane and homogene- 
ous lines, Early marriage will Le en- 
couraged by government subsidy: the 
mating of diseased individuals will be 
made a felony punishable by loss of 
civil rights as part of the penalty; 
criminal lunatics, morons and the like 
will be sterilized, and, the soit being 
clear for the production of healthy 
progeny, a bounty will be paid on 
the birth of every child. 


Marriage has never been a_ bar 
against immorality, but in the world 
of tomorrow the state will insure that 
the sins of the father (and mother} 
are not visited upon the children. 

With the pulling down of class bar- 
riers mankind is becoming increasing- 
ly intolerant of .restrictions. For this 
reason, among others, I have ex- 
pressed the view that inarriage is 
inevitably destined to become a loos- 
er tie. But all reasonable statesmen 
recognize that the home is the basis 
of national stability, and  govern- 
ments of the future, while forced, as 
Il think, to ease the fetters of matri- 
mony, will meet the tendency to take 
excessive advantage of easier divorce 


by remedying the economic abuses 


which, in our twentieth century, lead 
to the break-up of so many homes. 
By 2,000 A. D. socialistic ideas >f 
taxation, already now on the march. 
will prevent the accumulation of great 
private fortunes. There will be a 
leveling down of wealth all around 
which will enable governments more 
efficaciously to secure the economic 
independence of the married woman. 


I believe that the wife of 2,000 
A. will be legally recognized as 
the equal and independent partner 
of her husband. She will be entitled 
to draw a proper housekeeping allow- 
ance, based on a fixed percentage of 
her husband’s means, this percentage 
being proportionately augmented with 
the arrival of each baby. 

Women who are wage-earners 
themselyes will be compelled to con- 
tribute, but on a lower scale. Mar- 
riage will be a partnership which 
either party can apply to the courts 
to have dissolved, as in business, if 
the other partner fails to comply 
with his obligations. ' 


This arrangement will cover not 
only the case of the husband who 
stints his wife of money in the inter- 
est of his private pleasures. but also 
the case of the type of modern wom- 
an who marries for a good time and 
neglects her children and her home 
as well as her husband. 

In the case of divorcee, or dissolu- 
tion of the partnership, the state 
which will be the trustee of all chil- 
dren, the citizens of tomorow, will see 
that the children concerned, legiti- 
mate or illegitimate, are properly pro- 
vided for. according to the disposable 
means. Thus the man who, to marry, 
abandons an illegitimate family, will 
no longer get off with’a derisor, pavy- 
ment dragged out of him, after much 
expense and publicity, through the 
courts. Alimony dodgers will be 
heavily punished, and I fanev that 
the childless wife, often no doubt un- 
justly, will get no alimony at all. 

To sum up, easier divorce, hedged 
about with such sanctions as I have 
outlined, is the direction in which we 
are progressing. 

But I do not believe that easier 
divorce will mean more divorces, To- 
day men and women are tearing 
down the veils which false modesty 
has drawn across the simple truths 
of the propagation of life, and their 
descendants, a hundred years hence, 
will enter upon the state of matri- 
mony less heedlessly but with open 
eyes, to the greater endurance of the 
marriage tie and the increased hap- 
piness of the human race.

What in your opinion is the 
premier force of progress? I have 
heard this discussed pro and con, 


and should like your view of the 
issue. 


For me the love of truth is the 
most fruitful and progressive power, 
whether in religion, art, literature, 
science or politics. Professor Tyndall 
tells us that science must be culti- 
vated out of pure regard for realities 
it brings. The vast body of our gen- 
eral knowledge was not bargained for 
and bought. It was redeemed for us 
out of hitherto unknown realms by 
those who made knowledge their sole 
concern. . 

A great deal of the supposedly saga- 
cious talk about the practical. and 
utilitarian importance of life is moral 
drivel, Every artist is aware that 
utility is deadly for art; that com- 
mercialism blights the domain of beau- 
ty. These habits of the market place 
are deprecated even on the lower 
planes of intellectual life. Assuredly 
they have no standing among the spir- 
itualities. 

I therefore count that man or wom- 
an a true servant of progress in any | 
realm who is animated by what Hux- | 


ley called “the passion for veracity.” |

AVIAN, BOVINE AND HUMAN 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


It is only 50 years since Robert 
Koch proved that tuberculosis is 
caused by the tubercle bacillus. Koch

‘was not the same as the tuberculosis 


of cattle, and about twenty-five years 


‘ago he strongly maintained that bo- 
vine tuberculosis practically never de-j; 
veloped in man. In this contention he} 


was in error, as he subsequently ac- 
knowledged, for it was proved that 
bovine tuberculosis does occur in man 
not infrequently. It is now known 
that about 25 per cent of all tubercu- 


losis in children under 5 years of 


age is of the bovine type, the disease 
being contracted, as a rule, from drink- 
ing milk from tuberculous cows. But 
there is a considerable difference be- 


tween human and bovine tuberculosis. 
The bovine type in man is a compar- 
atively mild disease which seldom, or 
according to some students of the sub- 
ject, never develops into serious lung 
disease, or more than a local infec- 
tion of the lymph nodes in the neck, 
deep in the chest or deep in the ab- 
domen. 

If an animal has tuberculosis its 
milk may still be a suitable food for 
man and its flesh is not necessarily 
unfit or unsafe for man to eat. One 
hundred children at Randalls Is- 
land, N. Y., were fed on milk from 
tuberculous cows, and not one of the 
children developed tuberculosis. In 
Germany 69 cows with tuberculosis of 
the udder were kept under observa- 
tion, their milk being consumed raw 
by 360 persons through a period of 
18 months. Of these persons, 555 re- 
mained well, and five, of whom two 
were under 2 vears of age, «developed 
tuberculosis of the cervical lymph 
nodes (“kernels in the neck,’’ “scrof- 
ula’), the bovine type of tubercu- 
losis. 

‘Tuberculosis is so prevalent among 
dairy herds that most market milk 
contains bovine tubercle bacilli, and 
this is the main reason why pasteuri- 
zation is necessary to make market 
milk safe. Pasteurization means heat- 
ing the milk up to 140 or 145 degrees 
and no higher, holding at that tem- 
perature 20 minutes, then cooling 
again. This is sufficient to destroy 
tubercle bacilli or any other disease 
germs in the milk. Certified milk, 
coming from tuberculin’ tested and 
regularly examined herds, is free from 
such contamination and is therefore 
safe to feed an infant and requires 
neither pasteurization nor boiling. 

The form of tuberculosis which oc- 
curs in birds and fowl is not patho- 
genie to man, that is, the disease Is 
very rarely if ever transmitted from 
fowl to man. So we need not worry 
much about ‘the health of the hen that 
laid the egg, nor need we give our- 
selves any anxiety over the constitu- 


tional vigor of the chicken that comes | 


with the candied sweet potatoes, _ 

Whether bovine tuberculosis in 
man eventually becomes transmuted 
into the human type is a knotty prob- 
lem which the pathologists are still 
trying to settle. We may assume that 
such a change does occur after a 
period of 20 years or more in some 
cases. If. so, this would explain the 
development of active tuberculosis, 
such as lung tuberculosis, in a young 
adult who. in early childhood, hecame 
infested with bovine tuberculosis. 

Anyway, when the tuberculin test, 
as applied by trained veterinarians, 
shows a dairy animal has tubercu- 
losis, that animal should be removed 
from the herd, whether her milk at 
the moment contains tubercle bacilli 
or not.

Self-isolation 
from politics is one of the worst of 
these distempers. Honest men and 
women who ignore public affairs must 
be prepared to submit to the official 
control of rogues and demagogues. 
Moreover, p@litical discipline is al- 
most as necessary as political allegi- 
ance if the constitution of a country 
like ours is to operate for the general 
welfare. What have we as freedom- 
loving Americans to hope from per- 
sonal or oligarchal rule? MRussia’s 
bureaucratic junta has ruthlessly sup- 
pressed individual rights. Italy has 
embraced what is to all intents and 
purposes a dictatorship. Spain is at 
the mercy of a militarist. France 
shows a decided aversion fo parlia- 
mentary supremacy.

The veritable bed-rock on which the 
American system was founded is the 
dutvy—not alone the right—of the 
local, autonomous unit of government 
to determine and administer all mat- 
ters of purely local concernment. 

Up to the era of “reconstruction” by 
republican congresses after the war be- 
tween the states there were few lead- 
ers of the nation who dared to chal- 
lenge the doctrine of Washington, 
Jefferson and the second Adams. That 
doctrine was that the federal govern- 
ment is one of limited delegated pow- 
ers. fully defined in the constitution, 
and that the state governments were 
the true and proper ones to deal with 
all affairs peculiar to their own peo- 
ple and conditions.

When the Old Idea Stood. 

The democratic platform of 1856 
stated the old doctrine succinctly, as 
follows: 

“That eongress has no power under 
the constitution to interfere with or 
control the domestic Institutions of the 
several states, and that such states are 
the sole and proper judges of every- 
thing appertaining to their own affairs 


MINIMUM RATE jnot prohibited by the constitution.” 


So thoroughly was that doctrine 
established in the publie mind of the 
nation that even the ‘abolitionists”’ of 


th® new-born “republican” party, in 
its platform of that year, declared for - 
“restoring the action of the federal 
government to the principles of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson,” and that “the 
federal constitution, the rights of the 
states and the union of the states, 
shall be preserved.’’ 

And the republican convention that 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for presi- 
dent in 1860 reiterated the above 
declarations and went further, saying: 

“That the maintenance inviolate of 
the rights of the states, and especially 
the right of each state to order and 
control its own domestic institutions 
according to its own judgment ex- 
clusively, is essential to that balance 
of power on which the perfection and 
endurance of our political fabric de- 
pends.” 

It was on such adherence to the 
old-fashioned principles of American- 
ism that the republican party came 
into power. : 

* — = 

When the Old Doctrine Died. 

But after the close of the war be- 
tween the states a new philosophy of” 
political principles came into play, 
The republican congress passed the 
reconstruction acts over the vetoes of 
President Johnson, 

At that time Brooks Adams, one of 
the old Adams family, and still living, 
was representing the “North American 
Review” at the capital. Of those acts 
he wrote in July, 1870, as follows: 

“The resistance to these measures 
rested primarily on the fact that they 
were in violation of the letter and 
spirit of the constitution as regarded 
the rights of states, and the justifica- 
tion rested, not on a denial of the 
violation, but in the overruling fact: 
of necessity. The measures were 
adopted with extreme reluctance by 
a majority of congressmen; they were 
approved with equal reluctance by a 
majority of the people; but they have 
become law, and whatever harm may 
ultimately come from them is now be- 
yond recall. . . The powers original- 
Iv reserved by the constitution to the 
states are in future to be held by them 
only on good behavior and at the suf-. 
ferance of congress. They may at any 
time be suspended or assumed by con- 
gress. Their original basis and sanc- 
tion no longer exist, and if they of- 
fered any real protection against the 
assumption of supreme and wncon- 
trolled power by the central govern- 
ment, that protection is at an end.” 

And then this descendant of the 
great Adamses goes on to his con- 
clusion: ® ' 

“But under any circumstances the 
first decisive, irrevocable step towards 
substituting a- new form of govern- 
ment in the place of that on which 
American liberties have heretofore 
rested, has now been ‘taken, and by 
it the American people must stand.”

The proposal is to eliminate the pot- 
tle-neck eaused by the confluence of 
Whitehall, Spring and Forsyth streets 
by widening Whitehall into a 00-foot 
boulevard adequate to care for heavy 
vehicular traffic. 

This project already has the *backing 
of the Central Improvement associa- 
tion, the Capitol View Civic league 
and other civic organizations and is 
said to be one of the major improve- 
ments: needed in that section of the 
city. 

“Cost of the project is estimated at 
less than $300,000, which could be 
shared by the city and county without 
serious financial drain to either,’ Mr. 
Ford and others said. 

Proposal to widen Stewart avenue 
also is considered to be of prime im- 
portance in movement of traffic in 
the western section of the city. 

Mr. Ford, Alderman W. Guy Dobbs 
and Robert E. Gann and Councilman 
KE. J. Turner were joint authors of a 
proposal to float a bond issue for 
$1,250,000 for reconstruction and re- 
location of the Battle Hill tubercular 
hospital. 

This paper was passed to the hos- 
pitals and charities committee of city 
council for a report. 

“We feel that flotation of the bonds

Mrs. Vaden Parks. of Miami, a 
niece of Mrs. George F. Baltzell, who 
resides at Fort McPherson, a graduate 
of the Georgia State college at Mil- 
ledgeville, entertained the alumnae and 
students of the college Saturday aft- 
ernoon at her Florida home.
